Shanghai, Oct. 2o.— Dr. Wu Ting- 


Fang, the former Chinese minister to 
the United Slates, although he plans 
lo live to be 15o years old, now con­ 
siders himself out of public life, and 
for the next seventy-five years will be 
just an onlooker, regardless whether 
the Chinese republic is turned back 
into an empire. 
“The folks up at Peking are run­ 
ning things. 
They haven’t asked my 
advice and they probably wouldn’t act 
on it if I gave it,” said Dr. Wit, when 
asked* for his comments on the mon­ 
archial government. 
“ In my recent book on America I 
told what I thought about the Ameri­ 
can government, the Chinese govern­ 
ment and governments in general. 
I 
wouldn’t say any more than I said in 
»ha» book and I haven’t changed my 
mind since I wrote it,” the venerable 
diplomat continued. 
Dr. 
Wit’s 
book, 
called 
“America 
Through the Spectacles of an Orien­ 
tal Diplomat,” contains a chapter re­ 
viewing monarchial 
and 
republican 
forms of government iii detail. 
He 
s a y s : 
“ It may be pertinently arkcd why 
China has become a republic, sine* 
from time immemorial she has had a 
monarchial form of government. The 
un wcr is that the 
conditions 
and 
circumstances in China are peculiar 
and are different from those prevail­ 
ing in Japan and other countries. 
“In Japan it is claimed 
that 
the 
empire was founded by the first em* 
peror. Jimm u Tenno, 660 IL CL, and 
’hat the dynasty founded by him has 
continued 
ever 
since. 
It 
is 
well 
known that the Chinese imperial fam* 
ii} is of Manchu origin. 
The (’bing 
dynasty was founded in 1644 by con 
quest, not by succession. 
“Upon the recent overthrow' of the 
Manchu dynasty it was found very 
difficult to find a Chinese, however 
popular and able, who possessed the 
legal 
right 
of 
succeeding 
to 
the 
hrone. 
Jealousy and provincial feel- 
ngs placed this suggestion absolute­ 
ly beyond discussion. 
Disagreements, 
fictions 
and 
constant 
civil 
wars 
Anilid have ensued if any attempt had 
been made to establish a Chinese dy­ 
nast}'. 
* Another fact is that a large ma­ 
jority 
of 
the 
intelligent people of 
China were disgusted with the sys- 
eiu of monarchial government. 
Thus 
it will be seen that for tile sake of 
he peace and welfare of the nation 
Imre was no other course for t lie peo­ 
ple hut to lake a long jump and to 
establish the present republic. 
“The 
Jaw 
of 
evolution has been 
.fr y actively at work in China. 
No 
doubt it will be for her ultimate good 
and therefore for the benefit of all 
mankind. 
China is now' an infant re­ 
public, but she will grow' into a heal­ 
er. and strong youth.”

"There is not an inland w aterw ay 
in the United States today showing 
as large a percentage of traffic in 
high grade m erchandise as tin* Mis­ 
souri river between K ansas City and 
St. Louis. The stream is in the direct 
line of east and west traffic and nec­ 
essarily influences rates on all of the 
country w est and south of it.

1915, 
providing for a re-examination of sev­ 
eral river projects for which congress 
had previously made provision. 
The report of the board will go to 
the chief engineer in charge of river 
im provem ent and is expected to gov­ 
ern his recom m endation to congress. 
An adverse report, it was said, might 
mean the striking out of provisions 
for the Missouri river in the rivers 
and harbors bill of the next congress.
